SEPBBLICAN NATIONAL CONVENTION 


LINCOLN. 


Ten years agro to-day an assassin's 


bnllet let o:it the life blood of one of 
the noblest statesmen tlmt the United 
States ever had the fortune to pos- 
sess. 
Ten years ago, upon that 


memorable Friday, a people were 
hurled from the height of joy to the 
depths of grie*. 
Scarce had the 


electric wires carried the 
inspir- 


iag words "Kichmond has fallen!" 
from Maine to California, before the 
same wires were called upon to con- 
vey the sail news that J. Wilkes 
Booth had struck a cowardly, jet 
fatal blow at the energetic, beloved 
"Uncle Abe." We well remember 
the pall that fell over a grief-stricken 
people; how strong men wept, and 
flags hung at half mast. The entire 
>Toi-th felt as if it had lost a father, 
and that too at a moment when ho 
was needed as much, if not more, 
than at any previous time. The conn- 
try, emerging from a cruel and un- 
natural war, needed such n master 
Land to guide it safely through tho 
trying scenes which were to follow. 
But his race was run, his work was 
accomplished, and he fell at his post 
lamented by a nation. 
While the 


grateful North idolized the caro-worn 
patriot who had steered the Ship of 
State through an internecene war, 
the South, though nominally his ene- 
my, could bnt revere his strict integ- 
rity and wonderful executive ability, 
and each vied with the other in do- 
ing him homage as he lay prepared 
for burial. Tho 14th of April should 
be made a national holiday, by which 
the memories of this great, noble 
patriot should bo perpetuated. It 
should be placed beside the 22d of 
February in the nfl'ectioas of a grate- 
ful people. While the Union lasts, 
and. while an American citizen shall 
exist, there will be one page in his 
country's history that will have a pe- 
culiar lustre and be to him an inspir- 
ation to follow the grand example set 
by Honest Old Abe, and that is the 
page that tells of Abraham Lincoln. 
May his memory be always and for- 
ever revered. 


THE NEW STATE. 


The House Committee on Territo- 


ries have reconsidered their notion to 
change the name New Mexico to 
Montemiiza, and agreed (hut the new 
State, when admitted, shall have the 
present name of the Territory. 
The 


committee have also voted to amend 
the bill so us to provide that the elec- 
tion for the adoption of a State Con- 
stitution shall be held in June, 1877, 
instead of not later than January, 
1877, as the Senate proposed. This 
•will prevent the new State from tak- 
ing part iu the Presidential election. 
It will also enable tha Democrats, if 
they elect thfir candidate for Presi-

This section is cited as derived from 
he Act of 1872; and although the 
codifters may have made u mistake 
n preparing their synopsis, the 
unguage, as above quoted, is un- 
questionably to-day the law of the 
and which the Postmaster General 
s bound to obey in respect of every 
route to which his attention may be 
called. 


It will doubtless be held, however, 


hat all bids upon any now route 
rhich the Department may consider 
unnecessary are "too high," and 
heir rejection will enable the author- 
ties to exercise a portion, at least, 
if their hitherto conceded disere- 
ionary power. 
Parties interested 


will therefore be unwise to trust to 
ho mandatory language of,the pres- 
ent law and in order to secure the 
)lacing of service on any particular 
oute should adopt the usual course
